from Hawarden Castle to Leeds on Thursday week 
was like the triumphal progress of a great Con- 
queror—and Conqueror he is of the hearts of the 
People he has devoted his life to serve. Witness the 
immense gatherings to greet the Premier at Green- 
field, Ashbridge, Ashton-under-Lyne, Stalybridge, 
Huddersfield, Dewsbury, and Batley Stations, and 
finally at Lees.

DUTIES. : 

** Well, the case that we should feel most is the case 
of America. I cannot even now mention the case of 
America but the thought will cross the miud of the 
great tragedy in that wuntry. England has well 


quitted her duty, has well given vent to her senti- 


ments on the death of Presdent Garfield. We have 
seen him die, after unparalleled suffering, as a 
Christian and as a hero. It is recorded in the heart 
of this nation. It is like a perpetual pledge of 
amity between the two countries; but, notwith- 
standing that, and although 1 believe there із but 
one sentiment on the subject, yet people are very 
sore about the American tariff.

ONE FOR SIR STAFFORD NORTHCOTE. 


«Т dare say you have read the speech of Sir Stafford 
Northcote at Hull, where he dwelt at great length 
on this subject. In that speech he said there was 
some remedy proposed by his friends, but he did 
not say what. Did he, or did he not, approve of the 
remedy by which Mr. Lowther carried. Lincolnshire ? 
ТЕ he did, he knew very well that that which 
carried Lincolnshire would not carry England and 
Scotland.

THE generality of English people entertain a most 
exaggerated idea of the present state of Ireland. 
While in London a short time since, I could easily 
gather from many of the reading Londoners that they 
pictured to themselves the Irish atmosphere pollnted 
with blood and the green hill-sides turned red with 
slaughter. A lady, the wife of а Sonth London 
solicitor, suggested to me the advisability of selling 
off everything I possessed in Ireland ; and ndvised 
me when Ireturned home to pack up bng and baggage 
and escape with my life. In referring to Mr. Parnell, 
she raised her hands, and, as she solemnly shook her 
head, she piously exclaimed, “ Оһ!

This is only a typical illustration of the opinions 
produced оп the mind of the English publie from а 
constant perusal of an anti-Irish press. Thenverage 
Englishman will read only a newspaper, the love ot 
which accords with his own preconceived ions 
on Irish subjects.
